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Provenance 


The leaf was purchased by the donor on 16-August-1984, from Maggs Bros. Ltd., as published in the 
Maggs Bulletin No. 12 (1984), the catalogue subtitled "European miniatures and illumination, 
palaeography & calligraphy". Per the seller's letter, this leaf was identified as Item 35. From the same 


catalogue, items 33 and 34 described two other folios which were fragmented from the same codex. 


No published record of the pre-dismembered codex's provenance has been uncovered to date. The 
bookseller's catalogue description for the leaf offers no details as to its origin. The folio delivered to 
the donor by Maggs in July 1984 bears several discrepancies with the description from Maggs Bulletin 
12, Item 35; this despite Maggs's letter to the donor dated 16th August 1984, stating that they were 
sending this item, since his initial purchase request for item 33 had already been sold to another buyer. 
Itis possible that Maggs (or Rossignol in Paris: see Ohio University Libraries, below) held the original 
codex, then dismembered it, selling multiple *Item 35's", each with slightly different physical 
characteristics. The donor's leaf dimensions, 182 x 127 mm, are larger than Maggs catalogue Items 33 
to 35's 178 x 120mm. Maggs item 35 describes six decorated initials while the donor's leaf has only 
four. The Maggs images for items 33 and 34 (no image of item 35 was published), however, do 
contain the same number of text lines per column as the donor's (30). The donated leaf may be made 
of paper, and not the vellum as described by Maggs. Non-invasive mass spectroscopic analysis, or high- 
resolution imaging of the donated leaf could be made, to determine if there are plant paper fibres 
extending from the binding margin, as are apparent under high magnification from a very similar 
fragment, the Ohio University Library's Farfel leaf 174. T'he OU leaf's text/musical notation block 
measures 140 mm height x 85 mm width [Recto], precisely the same as that for the McGill donation's 


recto text/musical notation block. 


Tracing the lineage of this leaf's melodies and chant text via the University of Waterloo's Cantus 


database might assist in confirming the ca. 1280 date provided by the bookseller. 


The leaf was donated to McGill University Library, Rare Books and Special Collections, on 20220629. 
Ithas been catalogued on Fragmentarium, and paired with another fragment from the same breviary 
which is held at Ohio University, Farfel Leaf 174. 


The closest stylistic correspondence to this leaf, as identified by the donor to date, is Bibliothéque 
nationale de France. Latin 748, which the BnF titles "Breviarium Parisiense, pars aestivalis", and gives 
the date as "1200-1300"; it has 189 ff. in two columns, measuring 325 x 230 mm. The BnF gives its 
provenance as from the Grande Confrérie Notre-Dame, whose seat was in the L'Église de la 
Madeleine-en-la-Cité, in Paris. Images and descriptions of other potentially-related codices appear in 


the final section of this document. 


In terms of textual orthography, the donated leaf—a passage from the liturgy for the octave of the 
Epiphany [Octava Epiphaniae], including excerpts of sermons from Popes Leo I and Gregory I, 
interspersed by Matthew 2:1—is reproduced precisely, within a collection of homilies published in 


Paris by the bookseller-printer Ambroise Girault in 1537: Homiliae, seu sí mavis, sermones sive 


conciones ad populum praestantissimorum Ecclesiae doctorum,.... France: apud Ambrosium Girault, 


1537, pg. 32v [In Epiphania Domini]. The stylistically very similar Ohio University Farfel leaf 174 was 
purchased from a Parisian bookseller in 1983. All this points to a Parisian origin for this leaf's parent 


codex. 


Donor's description 


Leaf dimensions. 182 mm height x 127 mm width [cf. Maggs Bu//etin 12. No. 35: 178 x 120mm; 
Ohio University Farfel leaf 174: 180 x 127 mm]. Truncations of the recto's blue pen flourishes show 
that the upper and lower edges have been trimmed from their original dimensions. A very similar 


degree of trimming is evident on Ohio University Farfel leaf 174 [see below]. 


Text and musical notation (written space) dimensions. Recto: 144 mm height x 87 mm width. 
[cf. Maggs Bulletin 12. No. 35: not specified; Ohio University Farfel leaf 174: 140 x 85 mm, as 


interpolated from online image] 


Text. Written in a Gothic (Northern textualis) hand, in black ink with rubricated initials, the text and 
musical notation appear within two columns, with the equivalent of thirty lines of text per side 
[Maggs Bulletin 12. No. 33 & 34 images, shown below, also have the equivalent of 30 text lines per 
column]. Ruled in plummet, in a pattern most closely resembling 1-1-11 / 0 / 1-1 / J, according to 
Muzurelle's coding scheme [Muzerelle, D. 2005: Analyse de schémas de réglure de manuscrits latins, 
grecs et hébreux. htp://www.palaeographia.org/muzerelle/analyse.htm]. The recto text, left column, 
is written in 16 lines, while the right column has nine lines. The verso text, left column is written in 22 
lines, and the right column has 20. The recto contains a total of seventeen staves of musical notation, 
while the verso has nine. Out of the recto's seventeen musical staves, the chant text below twelve of 
them has been ruled through in a slightly wider, and more uneven red line than the stave lines. AII 
nine of the verso's chant text lines have also been ruled through in red. By comparison, the stylistically 
cognate Ohio University Farfel leaf 174 has only one word in its chant text struck through in red, 
Although difficult to make out from the low-resolution images, Maggs Bulletin 12, Item 34 also has 


some ruled-through chant lines. 


Marginalia. There are six marginal and interlinear annotations in a Gothic hand, in brown or red ink, 
on the recto and verso. The donor's leaf is, in this way, like Maggs Bulletin 12, No. 33, whose 
description mentions "several corrections", as well as the image for Maggs Item 34, in four marginal 


annotations are present; the Ohio University Farfel leaf 9Ár-v is devoid of marginalia. 


Decoration. The leaf contains four two-line decorated initials, alternating in red and blue ink, three 
being on the recto, and one on the verso. Full-column, red and blue filigree, pen flourishes are present 
in the left margins of both recto columns, and in the verso's right column. The absence of any other 
colours of ink flourishes suggests that the codex's origins lie in northern France. The use of violet, 
mauve and light purple inks is associated with French manuscript production south of the Loire River, 
as opposed to solely blue or turquoise inks used in the north [Haruna-Czaplicki, H. 2010. Note sur le 
ms. 1252 de la Bibliothéque municipale de Toulouse : un sacramentaire d'Albi réalisé au tournant du 
XIIIe et du XIVe siécle et son décor à filigranes à l'encre.

By comparison, the Maggs description for Item 35 states "6 initials in red and blue with pendrawn 


backgrounds and marginal extensions forming complete borders". 


Material support 


Is the substrate parchment or paper? The bookseller's 1984 catalogue description identifies all three 
leaves from this breviary as being on *vellum". However, on 28-June-2022, this breviary leaf and three 
others in the donor's collection were examined by Prof. Brenda Dunn-Lardeau, a faculty member in 
the Département d'études littéraires, Université du Québec à Montréal. Dr. Dunn-Lardeau stated that 
the support medium of this breviary leaf is paper, and not parchment. She explained that what 
distinguishes the two is the slight crackling sound made by paper, when it is lifted. As well, there is no 
manifestation of hair follicles or grain texture on either the verso or recto. When light is passed 
through the leaf, there is no evidence of chain lines or watermarks attesting to its paper production 
origin [see Images section below]. The diminutive size of the leaf, and the translucent, thin quality of 
the leaf— perhaps 0.5 mm in thickness— suggest that it could be uterine vellum: calf or goat hides 
which were derived from foetuses or newborn animals, and used extensively in the production of 
thirteenth-century pocket bibles. It is possible that the gatherings with illuminated letters (Items 33 
and 34) were preferentially prepared on the more durable vellum bifolia, whereas the other, pen- 
decorated gatherings within the codex employed paper. Early mentions of paper documents in France 
point to Perpignan in 1261, and Toulouse in 1272; the first papermaking mills were at Troyes 
between 1348 and 1357, and in Paris (Saint-Cloud) in 1376; the Bréviaire de l'abbaye de Silos (before 
1085) comprises both parchment and paper gatherings [Heullant-Donat, Isabelle, and Henri Bresc.

Nevertheless, //turgical manuscripts on paper within this time period appear to be quite rare. The 
Advanced Search engine for CNRS France's Initiale database of medieval manuscripts retrieves a total 
of eight results (*8 résultats pour 8 cotes") for these two search constraints: (i) Historique. Datation. 
Entre 1250 Et 1300, AND (ii) Codicologie. Support. papier. By comparison, there are "776 résultats 
pour 733 cotes" for the search (i) Historique. Datation. Entre 1250 Et 1300, AND (ii) Codicologie. 
Support. parchemin. Thus, by this measure, oz/y about 1.096 (8/784) of extant s. xiv? French 
manuscripts are on paper. 'The actual percentage is likely even Jess than this, as the catalogue 
descriptions for these eight results include parchment codices which were later bound with paper 
endpapers, and both media are present in the descriptions. Out of the Fragmentarium database's 
2,871 catalogued manuscript fragments in July 2022, only 89 (396) have the *Material" designation: 
paper, and, of them, only one has been dated from the 13th century or earlier (a binding pastedown 


concerning canon law), while six date from the fourteenth-century.

In any case I did pull the leaf in question and though Il am not an expert I| do 
agree with your assessment, as does our preservation librarian, that the substrate is in fact 
paper. There are no visible chain lines of any kind, no watermark or other identifying detail. Even 
if you zoom in very closely on our digital copy you can see what certainly appear to be, to our 
eyes, paper fibers. We do have to have more internal conversation before changing our catalog 
records and | will keep you appraised of that conversation. 


Likewise, we are of course familiar with Fragmentarium and the Schoenberg Database. We will 
also discuss potential future participation if possible. We are, like most libraries these days, very 
understaffed and underresourced but we do what we can! 


Thank you again, I'll remain in contact and I hope you will do the same if you find any other 
leaves or learn anything else about the original manuscript.

Physical condition 

There is a brown dzscolouration present on the upper quadrant of the fore-edge, 15 mm width x 60 
mm height, and a similarly-coloured, but much smaller area on the upper edge. If indeed the support is 
parchment, these may have been present on the raw animal hide, as the recto's right marginal 
annotation, written across the larger discolouration, is not adversely affected. No such discolourations 
are visible on the Ohio University leaf, and the OU leaf has pencilled page numbers in its upper 


corners, which are absent from the donated leaf [see below: Related Manuscripts]. 


From the centre of the binding edge, adjacent to the verso right column line ending in domini tam[- 
]^, runs a five-millimetre tear, extending diagonally upward. Both the recto and verso binding edges 
show grey discolourations, of two to three millimetres! width, throughout the length, perhaps from 

mould growth within the codex's gutter. Slight cockling is apparent in the upper five-centimetre 


corner of the recto foreedge.

This breviary folio is taken from the text for the Epiphany, a feast which honours the baptism of 
Christ. The recto-verso contains a total of 67 lines of text, interwoven with two blocks of four-line 
musical staves, 27 staves in total, ruled in red, in square notation with chant text. The incipit text is 
from a sermon of Pope Leo I (ca. 400 —461) [Recto, col. a, ll. 1-16], followed by 17 staves of music 
[Recto, col. a, Il. 17-23; col. b, Il. 1-11] whose text includes verses from Mark 1, Matthew 3, and Psalms 
94, 98 and 65. There follows 31 lines of text, from Matthew 2. [Recto, col. b, ll. 12-17], and from a 
sermon of Pope Gregory I (ca. 540 — 604) [Recto, col. b, Il.

The verso photo is difficult to capture with the leaf placed completely flat, because of the stiff adhesive 
tape with which Maggs used to affix it to the mounting; to avoid risk of damaging the leaf, the donor 


has retained it since its purchase in the Maggs mounting. 
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A close-up of the verso, with light passing through it, reveals no evidence for the presence of chain 
lines or watermarks, which would be associated with paper manufacture. This, and the zzz, 


translucent quality of the leaf could lead to the conclusion that the material support is not paper, but
